M. Duskin, 
where he remained until December, 
1875, when ho became editor and 
proprietor of the Lincoln Time*, and 
continued to 
edit 
and 
publish 


the same as the democratic paper of 
this congressional district untilJanu- 
ary, 1880, at which time ho sold out 
the paper and removed to Kansas, as 
above stated. During tho campaign 
of 1880 he was active in politics, and 
was a candidate before the conven- 
tion for tho nomination to the lower 
house of the last general assembly. 
Deceased was born in Hartford, Ky., 
April 23,1840, and was little past 32 
years of age, when he was cut off in 
life. The funeral services were held 
at 3 p. m., Friday, and they were 
largely attended. While he was a 
resident of'Kansas, yet, we all feol 
that he was one of us, he had so long 
lived with us and was so well known 
as a bold, outspoken, honest, upright 
citizen. His life was insured for the 
benefit of his. wife in the the Con 
necticut Mutual, for $5000.

While we 
hav« not the slightest objection to r« 
ceiving Mr. H. into the fold of the Re- 
public, we really think that the true 
field" for lis talents is Eussia. The 
great work of reform over there has 
but 
been fairly inaugurated, and 


men like Hartmann are as essential 
now as was Camillo Desmoulins to 
the populace of Paris when the 
barricades were built in 1892. It is 
possible that he has made himself 
too conspicuous to be of service now, 
for this is the period when tyranny 
in Russia must be met by conspiracy, 
ami a conspirator who is notorious 
is of no earthly account. There is 
no doubt about Hartmanii's con- 
nection with the JioBCOw mine 1879. 
He has conlease4.it,;an4 ft he could 
be trantf erred iio-: Rw»ian soil he 
would be promptly treated to a stout 
rope and a short shrift. He asserts, 
upon the authority of the Governor 
.of'iSofloow, that nobc^Iy was killed 
by his attempt upon the Czar, but 
his life is forfeited all the same. An 
attempt upon the existence of the 
•Czar is punishable by death, and a 
verbal insult to any member of the 
royal family is a capital offense. It 
may quiet some of the idiots con- 
nected with American newspapers, 
however,- to!kno|r that Hartmann is 
not the bhJ^yaB^egir'that they 
have sugpoatd JiiiBj to , be. He is 
eirnply a political offender. There 
is no extradition treaty with Russia, 
and he cannot be delivered over to 
that Government on request. If the 
officious knaves at Washington, who 
arwmJoTe with tie Russian system 
of government, attempt to inm'him 
over to the Siberian bloodhounds, 
there ought to be enough friends oi 
liberty in this land to resist t'i el 
uniiis.
